DELPY WILL DISTURE 
INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 


Public Asked to Concede to the 
Roads the Necessity for Ade- 
quate Revenue, and to Await 
With Patience the Commis- 
sion’s Finding -- A Word to 


Shippers. 


New York, June 8.—The general ex- 
ecutive committee of the Railway 
Business Association, which within its 
thembership represents $800,000,000 of 
invested capital, which speaks for 4 
group of industries giving employment 
to 1,500,000 working men, and upon 
which 6,000,000 people depend for sup- 
port, met here today, and at the close 
ef its session gave out a statement in 
chief as follows, addressed to con- 
gress, to the railways, to the shippers 


and the public: 

“The question of whether the rail- 
roads are entitled to a genera! advance 
in freight rates is not before the public. 
The merits of individual rates will 
come before the interstate commerce 
commission. During the period of un- 
certainty as to whether rates filed are 
reasonable or otherwise, there will be 
a disturbance of industrial conditions. 
It is, therefore. of the greatest impor- 
tance that the way shall be cleared 
for the speediest possible decision by 
the commission. To that <4 the Rail- 
way Business Association appeals. 

Appeal to Congress. 

“1. To ocongress—that the president 
of the United States, having recom- 
mended a provision governing the 
pe ver of the interstate commerce com- 
7 mn over freight rate charges, such 
: on be enacted forthwith to g0 
fect upon its passage. By this 
reco.imendation of the president the 
powers and duties of tne interstate 
eemmerce commission are to be greatly 
enlarged, and in the present emergency 
it is decreed that the approval of hun- 
dreds of thousands of freight rates 
must be given by the commission be- 
fore effectuation. It is deemned proper, 
therefore, to urge that serious atten-~ 
tion be given the organization upon 
which the enormous demand for in- 
creased output is to be made. Nothing 
eould be more disastrous to the rail- 
roads and all the commerce and indus- 
try of our country than to stake all 
that is proposed to be staked upon 
the commission, only to find that with 
its organization it cannot do the work 
within a reasonable time. We urge 
that such appropriation as may be 
found necessary be made to enable the 
commission to cope with their in- 
creased duties. 

To the Railways. 


° To the Railways— That they 

facilitate the work of the commission 
by having their schedules so arranged 
and the reasons therefor so clearly set 
ierth as to require the least possible 
time to comprehend their scope and 
bearing, and that the officials of the 
railways acquaint the ‘shippers more 
fully with the reasons for freight ad- 
vances. 
“3. To the Shippers—That they look 
upon the railways precisely as they 
ewould look upon any other concern for 
whose solvency the management and 
not the government is responsible. A 
growing concern must have an ade- 
quate revenue. The present problem 
involves not merely the amount which 
the ratliway shal] receive for carrying 
a consignment, but its ability to carry 
it at all. It embraces not alone the 
transportation efficiency, but generat 
prosperity. We suggest to the heads 
of freight-paying enterprises that they 
study this question at first hand in the 
broadest way. By so doing they may 
conclude that an advance may be for 
their own best interests. 


Part Public Should Take 


‘4. To the Public—That they frank- 
ly concede to the railroads the neces- 
sity for adequate revenue and await 
with patience and good nature the find- 
ings of the commission as to the rea- 
sonableness of proposed rates. 

“The members of the Railway Busi- 
ness Association have but recently 
emerged from a period of closed shops, 
the idle men end disastrous lossés due 
to cessation of railway purchases. We 
contemplate with grave anxiety the 
\ possibility of undue restriction of rail- 
Way revenues. Ours fis not the plea of 
a special interest whose prosperity we 
would purchase at the expense of other 
interests or of the general public. If 
our product is not bought, the com- 
merce of the country cannot be effi- 
clently carried; if our men are wholly 
Or partiy off the pay roll the stoppage 
of their outlays communicates itself 
to millions more who make or sell 
them necessities. 

“As the basis of our belief in the 
necessity of increased revenues for the 
railroads we submit: 

“Either the railroads stand alone 
mong ail other business enterprises 
n their ability to meet universal! in- 
creases in cost of labor ana materia: 
without advancing the price of what 
they have to sell, or else an advance 
in rates is necessary.”

CARROLL WINNER 
IN IOWA ELECTION 


Defeats Garst by Small 
Majority of 706. 


Judge Prouty, Insurgent, Wins 
Hands Down Over Congress- 
\man Hull--- Regulars Claim 
Control of the Next State 
Convention. 


Des Moines, Iowa, June &8.—With only 
five counties missing tonight, Gov- 
ernor Carroll, republican, is renomi- 
nated by a majority of 706 votes. 

The missing counties are known as 
Carroll strongholds, and _ probably 
will bring his total up to 1,500 to 2,- 
900. 

The surprise of the election is the 
majority rolled up by Judge Prouty, 
progressive, over Congressman Hull. 
Prouty carried every county in the 
district, his unofficial majority being 
3,106. Even the most sanguine pro- 
gressive had hoped for little better tnan 
a small margin. Two years ago Huil 
Was nominated by forty votes over 
Prouty. The remarkable shift is at- 
tributed solely to antagonism to the 
course of the “stand-pat’”’ congressmen, 
of whom Hull was one on the tariff 
and railroad legislation. President 
Taft early in the campaign spoke in 
this city in support of the administra- 
tion politics. — 

Garst’s Defeat Indicates Trend. 

The defeat of Garst, which is admit- 
Led tonight by The Register and Lead- 
er (progressive )by so small a margin 
is held to indicate to some the general 
sentiment of the state on national af- 
fairs, despite the fact that Governor 
Carroll insisted that he was running 
on his state record. Two years ago 
Carroll was nominated over Garst by 
23,000 votes. 

Practically complete returns tonight 
show that secéend district democrats. 
at first believed to have chosen Dear- 
mand. elected I. S. Pepper. 

Regular republicans say that they 
will control the next state convention, 
having a bare majority of the 1,400 
Celegates chosen yesterday. The plat- 
form, it is said, may go so far as to 
econdemn the course of Senators Cum- 
mins and Dolliver,

NEW SUPERINTENDENT MAILS 
FOR ATLANTA POSTOFFICE 


Position to Be More Important in Future—Atlanta Man 
Certain to Receive Appointment, But Postmaster 
McKee Is Silent. 


The Atlanta postoffice is to have a 
new superintendent of mails, and the 
position will be more important in the 
future than it has ever been in the 
past, as the new superintendent will 
have charge of the city delivery, as 
well as of the outgoing mails. 

Only a short time ago the position 
of superintendent of mails in the At- 
lanta office was abolished, and the 
abolition was quickly followed by the 
resignation of Wailace Rhodes, Who 
had held that position for many years. 

When the superintendency was abol- 
ished Mr. Rhodes was offered a posi- 
tion in the office at a greatly reduced 
salary, but this he deciined, and went 
out, preferring to sever his connection 
with the service rather than accept a 
smalier place at smaller pay. 

Some time ago Dr. Grandfield, first 
assistant postmaster general, sug- 
gested to the head of his department 
several changes in the conduct of post- 
offices throughout the country. One 
change suggested was dividing the 
office into two divisions—a financial 
and a delivery. and to have for each a 
superintendent. The delivery division 
embraced the complete handling of al> 
mails, the incoming and the outgoing, 
the quick delivery and the registry 
mat! That woult? naturally tnéfease 
the responsibilities of the superintend- 
ent of mails—would make the posi- 
tion of greater importance than it has 
been in the past. 


Recommendation Effective? 


About the federal building yesterday 
it was stated that Postmaster McKee 
had been advised that a 
recommendation had become effective, 
and that he, Postmaster McKee, had sent 
cn to the postoffice department his 
suggestion for a superintendent. But 
Postmaster McKee failed to confirm 
that statement, saying: 

“So far I have not been officially ad- 
vised by the department that Dr. 
Grandfield’s recommandation is effec- 
tive. I do know, #® every other post- 
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master in the country knows, that he 
did make such a recommendation as im- 
dicated. But as I have said, I have 
not been officially notified. Certainly 
I would not suggest the name of a 
man for a position that I did not know 
rositively existed. When I have been 
advised that a superintendent of mails 
has been created it will be time enough 
for me to suggest a name for the 
superintendency.” 

Further than that declaration Post- 
master McKee would not go. On that 
one assertion he stood pat. 

But it can be safely said, and it does 
not come from Postmaster McKee, 
that it is a question of time. and a very 
short time at that, before he will bc 
advised of the creation of the new ofti- 
cer. 

Atlanta Man to Be Recommended. 

And it may be said with equal cer- 
tainty that he may ehen be relied upon 
to send in a name for the position, but 
that name is so far unknown to all 
except Postmaster McKee. That may 
be considered straight. 

And, of course, Postmaster McKee 
will name an Atlanta man. 

Still it does not necessarily follow that 
an Atlanta man will secure the ‘.ap- 
pointment. The Psition will be under 
the classified service, and that means 
that the headquarters may select a man 
from any place, from ‘Frisco of from 
New York, for the position, and send 
him to Postmaster McKee. 

Recent changes in the Atlanta post- 
office has been productive of no little 
talk about the federal bullding, and 
every employee on the reservation is 
anxious to Know what the end will be. 
A feeling of uneasiness is prevalent 
even among the men who are under 
civil service. 

DeWitt C. Cole, of Marietta, recently 
appointed assistant postmaster to suc- 
seed E. F. Blodgett, was among Post- 
master McKee’s callers yesterday. Mr. 
Cole is looking over the field of his fu- 
ture work, but so far no announcement 
has been made as to when he will re- 
sume the duties of his position. 


AS HE WROTE TO LOVED ONE 
J. G. HARPER, FALLS DEAD 


“My Dear Little Girl: I feel so bad 
tonight—” 

J. G. Harper,.a young insurance man, 
registering from Chattanooga, Tenn., 
seated in the writing room of the New 
Kimball hotel, had barely penned these 
nine words to his sweetheart last night 
at 9:30 o’clock, when he fell from his 
chair in a swoon, and died fifteen min- 
utes later. 

Mr. Harper was a traveling agent 
for the Empire Life Insurance Com- 
pany, and was about 28 years of age. 
He was originally from Summerville, 
Ga., where his parents are said to 
live. 

The body was removed to the under- 
taking parlors of H. M. Patterson & 
Son, where Coroner Donehoo will this 
morning take up an investigation into 
the causes of death. 

Registers, ‘Then Begins Letter. 

Mr. Harper had registered as a guest 
in the New Kimball about thirty min- 
utes before he went into the writing 
room. He drew up at a desk near the 
entrance and began to write, attracting 
no attention from the small number of 
persons similarly engaged in the room. 

Charley Lawler, a negro porter, 
standing just outside the writing room 
door, was the first to reach Mr. Har- 
per’s side when the fatal speli came. 
Charley was attracted by a loud groan, 
and, looking in the room, saw Mr. 
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Harper push back in his chair from the 
desk and straighten out his limbs con- 
vulsively. 7 

The porter and a half dozen men in 
the room stretched the dying man on 
the floor, making a pillow of newspa- 
pers for his head to rest upon. The 
spell lasted about fifteen minutes, 
death coming while two Physicians 
worked in vain to save him. 

Body Racked With Pain. 

On the desk where he was seized in 
the act of writing was the letter Mr. 
Harper had begun, evidently to hig 
sweetheart. The nine words were writ- 
ten in a style indicating their very 
truth. They appeared to have been 
penned by a man wRose body racked 
with pain, and the last word, “tonight,”’ 
was hardly legible. 

The one to whom Mr. Harper was 
writing was not tndicated on the sheet 
of paper—only those nine words were 
there in mute evidence of the fact that 
in his last breath of life J. Gq. Harper 
was thinking of someone he loved The 
secret of her identity will have to re- 
vealed by her, if at all. 

The unfinished not@ was immediately 
taken !n charge by Joe Burns, the 
manager of the New Kimball, and 
turned over to the coroner. Policeman 
Louls Whitly preserved order and took 
charge of the body while the coroner 
was being reached. After a little delay, 
permission was given the undertakers 
to remove the body to their chapel,

White House Conference. 

Senatorg Aldrich and Crane visited 
the white house tonight and talked 
With the president concerning changes 
which he might desire in the senate 
bill, which practically was approved by 
him in his message to congress yester- 
day. The general understanding is 
that the senate and house leaders will 
get together On the subject matter to 
be taken-from the two bills before ac- 
}tion is ral Rash @SdO RY by the con 
ferees. If thig course is pursued, it 
is likely that the only question which 
would be voted upon tn the two houses 
would be for the adoption or the re- 
jection of the conference report. 

Insurgents Prepared to Frht. 

Insurgent members of both the sen- 
ate and house fear to have the subject 
come before them in that manner, as 
they think it would give too great op- 
portunity for the eliminativun of pro- 
gSressive features incorporated in the 
senate bill through an alliante between 
democrats and insurgents. At an in- 
formal conference of insurgent sena- 
tors today they announced their will- 
ingness to remain in Washington* all 
summer if necessary to fight to the last 
ditch for the retention in the railroad 
bill of the advantages which they claim 
to have secured for the people. They 
made it clear that they would vigor- 
ously oppose the adoption of the con- 
ference report if their amendments 
were stricken out. 

Sent for Hot Weather Clothes. 

“We have sent for our hot weather 
clothes, and are prepared to stay here 
unt]. September,” declareq Senators 
Dolliver, La Follette and Bristow. 

While somewhat disappointed that 
the house did not vote to accept the 
senate amendments, these “progres- 
sive” senators expressed the opinion 
that the senate bill would be the one 
adopted in the end. 


BROWARD WINS 
FLORIDA TOCh 


Jacksonville, Fla., June &8.—With 82 
per cent of the vote cast in the second 
primary reported, the vote, stands: 
Broward, 19,731; Taliaferro. 18,923. 
This lead of 808 will probably be in- 
creased to between 1.200 and 1,500 by 
the total vofe. 

The remaining vote unreported wil! 
in nearly every case give a Broward 
majority, although it is expected thac 
Taliaferro’s gains will be materia.

7. H. Clark, of the Moultrie Chamber 
of Commerce, and to the same town 
goes the honor of sending more dele- 
here than any of the ' others. 
Albany, however, it not far behind, 
the delegation from this town, together 
with that from Moultrie necessitating 
the use of a special car for their ac- 
commodation.

at Savannah. 


Many of the Counties of» the 
State Are Represented at the 
Convention of Georgia Fed- 
eration of Good Roads Au- 
thorities.

Savannah, Ga., June 8.—(Special.)— 
Every section of Gecrgia was repre- 
sented by enthusiasts in the cause of 
g00d roads when the annual conven- 
tion of the State Federation of Good 
Roads authorities met at the Guards’ 
hall here this morning. 

About forty county commissioners 
were in attendance, with, automobilists 
and farmers and business men com- 
fortably filling the hall. 

Every speech that was made has 
been subjected to iong experience on 
the part of its author in road building. 
There was no doubt about the earnest 
wish of the members of the federation 
for a net-work of good roads leading 
from city to city and from county to 
county, all over the state, 

Albany Gets Next Meeting. 

Albany’s invitation for the next con- 
vention prevailed, and the 1911 meet- 
ing will be held in the capital of 
Dougherty. 

The program as arranged in advance 
was followed. Sightseeing trips about 
the city in local and Augusta and 
Waynesboro automobiles were first in 
order, then followed the federation 
meeting. Mayor Tiedeman delivered the 
address of welcome, in which he showed 
Savannah's part in the Avork of build- 
ing good roads and of the connection 
of the Savannah Automobile Club with 
that movement. He told of the various 
trips made by the club as the pioneers 
of road trips. He showed that the best 
plan for a road idea is to enlist the 
aid of the national government, 

Judge W. F. Eve, of Augusta, pre- 
sided, in his office of president, over 
the meeting. He responded to the ad- 
dress of Mayor Tiedeman. He re- 
counted the growth of the good roads 


J. B. Pennybacker, of the national 
department of agriculture, a road ex- 
pert, declared the country is just be- 
ginning an era of good roads building, 
the greatest the world has seen. He 
said road building is a business, and 
all idea of politics should be taken 
away from it. He said thirty-eight 
states are building roads on the Geor- 
gia plan, and that where once adopted 
it had never been given up. 

KF. H. Opper was the next speaker, 
and made a rattling good roads talk. 
Professor C. H. Strahan, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, spoke on the more 
general cooperation between state and 
county, and announced that he would 
be glad to make free tests of road ma- 
terial from anywhere in the state. 

President Frank C, Battey, of the 
Savannah Automobile Club, spoke last. 
He was in happy vein, and told of tour- 
ing, past and present.

Increase in Membership. 
report of Secretary Hillyer, 
which was submitted at the meeting 
Wednesday morning, showed that the 
essociation now has a membership of 
471, an increase of more than a hun- 
dred members during the past twelve 
months. — ; 
A total of 140 policies, covering ship- 
ments of currency by registered mail, 
have been issued by the association 
during the past year. and sixty fidelity 
and thirty burglary policies have also 
been issued. 
Colonel Robert J. Lowry, president 
of the Lowry National bank. of this 
city, offered a resolution providing 
that the association, in view of its 
rapid growth, should employ a secre- 
tary, with an office in Atlanta, whose 
duty it shall be to furnish any infor- 
mation which the bankers of the state 
may at any time desire, either in re- 
gard to banking laws, insurance laws 
or any other matters which may inter- 
est them. 
The association voted to refer this 
proposition to the executive committee. 
with power to act. 

Memorial to Congress. 
A resolution offered by Joseph A. Mc- 
Cord was adopted memorializing con- 
gress to pass the bill now pending 
which provides that a common carrier 
“shall be bound by the acts of its 
agents in the issuance or crder of bills 
of lading, even though the merchan- 
dise named in the bil] be not delivered 
fnto the possession of the carriers at 
the time of issuance of such bills of 
lading.” 
After the resolution was adopted it 
was ordered telegraphed to the Geor- 
wie members of congress at Washing- 
on. 

A telegram from Sé¢nator A. S. Clay 
was read the association, in which he 
stated that the telegram regarding the 
opposition of the association to the 
establishing of postal banks had been 
received, and would be given his care- 
ful consideration. 

The association adopted a resolution 
indorsing Attorney W. A. Wimbish, of 
Atlanta, for the position of judge of 
the new federal court created by the 
vailread bill. 

Changes Needed in Laws. 
The question of revising the banking 
laws of the state came up for discus- 
sicn, and it was the unanimous opinion 
of the members of the association that 
many changes in the laws are de- 
manded. ~ 

A resolution was offered providing 
that a committee of fifteen should be 
appointed to cooperate with the legis- 
lative committee in framing a _ suit- 
able banking law, but on the state- 
pent of several members that a satis- 
actory law is now pending in the leg- 
‘slature, and will undoubtedly be 
passed at the coming session, the reso- 
‘ution was not adopted. 

Cotton Bilis of Lading. 

In a further effort to provide satis- 
factory bills of lading for cotton and 
the following 
committee was appointed by the pres- 
ident in compliance with a resolution 
unanimously adopted by the associa- 
tion: SS. B. Brown, of Albany: Colene! 
W. L, Peel. of Atlanta: K. W. Stetson. 
of Macon; John H. Reynolds, of Rome: 
R. O. Pitts, of Cedartown. This com- 
mittee has instructions to cooperate 
with other committees from other or- 
ganizations which are working toward 
the same end. : 

E. J. Perry, of Bainbridge. delivered 
an interesting address on “The Coun- 
try Banker,” which caught the atten- 
tion of the association, and the humor- 
ous spirit. as well as the sound and 
sensible advice it contained, was fre- 
quently applauded. 

Appeal for Safer Laws. 

An appeal for better and safer bank- 
ing laws and for throwing stronger 
restrictions about the granting of bank 
charters was made by Joseph A. Mc- 
Cord, chairman of the legislative com- 
mittee, in his annual] report. 

Mr. McCord deelared that for ten 
years the association has been appeal- 
ing for better banking laws, and that, 
while the appeal has not been wholly 


The 


unavailing, there are yet.many defects 
that can and should be remedied. 
Mr. McCord urged that the conven- 


tion adopt resolutions appointing a 
committee to draft a bill providing for 
the better protection and the _ safe- 
guarding of shipments over transpor- 
tation lines on what is known as the 
“order notify” bills of lading. 

Teach Banking In College. 
George D. Pollock, of Rome, repre- 
senting Group 3 of the bankers, de- 
livered an interesting and instruetive 
address on “The Bank’s Relation to the 
People.” 

Mr. Pollock declared that the old 
customs are being ,broken down, and 
that the common people, the people 
of small means, are now as welcome 
and are treated as cordially in their re- 
lations with banking institutions as 
the man who has millions at his com- 
mand. 

Mr. Pollock recommended that the 
principles of banking and “(finance 
should be taught at the state univer- 
sity and at all schools of the state, so 
that the young people of the state 
should have at least a slight knowl- 
edge of business methods in so far as 
banking is concerned. He said it would 
increase’ interest in anking, and 
would result in the starting of many 
bank accounts which would otherwise 
be neglected. 

Edmonds Is 

Richard H, Edmonds, 
editor of The Manufacturers’ Record, 
who had been given a special invita-, 
tion to attend the convention, spoke in- | 
terestingly of the possibilities of fu- 
ture development which lie before this 
state. 

He compared

Massachusetts with 
Georgia, and declared that Massachu- 
setts, with absolutely no undeveloped 
resources, has made itself several times 
wealthier than Georgia because it 
takes the raw material of this and 
other states and sells it back to them 
after being converted into the finished 
product. He said if Georgia should 
take advantage of its opportunities in 
this respect it would soon be several 
times wealthier than Massachusetts. 

Taking the subject “Bank Failures— 
A Remedy Therefor,” J. F. Heard, of 
Macon, entertained and instructed the 
association in the best methods of 
avoiding the calamity of a bank fail- 
ure, 

Mr. Heard declared that most of the 
failures happen on the inside of the 
bank, and are the result of bad man- 
agement much more often than they 
are the result of influences over which 
the officers and directors have no con- 
trol. 

He said that no officer or employee 
of a bank should be allowed to borrow 
money from it or to overdraw an ac- 
count, and he asserted that if bank 
officials conducted the affairs of banks 
as they should be conducted there 
would be no failures. 

Indorsed New Orleans. 

The association adopted a resolution 
emphatically indorsing New Orleans as 
the city fitted in every particular for 
the holding of the World's Panama ex- 
position in celebration of the comple- 
tion of the Panama eanal in 1915. 

The necessity of ccnfidence on the 
part of bankers and their customers 
was the keynote of an interesting ad- 
dress by W. C. Lanier, of West Point. 

Logan Murray, of Louisville, prest- 
dent of the American National! bank, 
who was a visitor at the convention. 
was pressed into service, and made 
a short talk in which he expresse] 
his pleasure of being in Atlanta and 
of seeing the splendid growth of the 
bankers’ association. 

Just prior to adjournment the asso- 
ciation. by a standing vote, declared 
that “tAlanta is the most hospitable 
city on earth, and that no organiza- 
tion of any character. anywhere or 
ever received a more cordial welcome 
or were shogn a better time.”

In Reply to Congressman Hard- 
wick’s Last Attack, Tom 
Watson Has Some Pointed 
Things to Say--A Very Salty 
Statement. A 


Editor Constitution: In Mr. Hard- 
wick’s last statement, the proportion 
of the foam to: the beer is painfully 
unjust to the beer. In fact, when the 
froth is blown off, hardly enough of 
the beer is left to wet the proverbial 
whistle. 

His best friends must have read that 
tirade of vituperation with a feeling 
of disappointment and shame. He 
leaves, almost entirely, the realm of 
argument, and spreads himself over 
the whole territory of abuse like a 
south Georgia pond, 2 miles wide and 
2 inches deep. 

Let us see. In the articlesto which 
his last statement purports to be a re- 
ply, I put it up to him, the second 
time, that three more years of whisky 
drinking and gambling had not im- 
proved his mind, his morals or his 
manners. Almost incredibie to say 
he, for the second time, drives around 
that stone in the road. Does he think 
that our district will continue to send 
to congress a man addicted to those 
vices? 

Again, in my last letter, I put it up 
to him, the second time, that he had 
come to regard me as s0 surely a po- 
Jitical asset of his own that, in his 
‘Cups at the Capital City Club, of At- 
lanta, he had said, ‘I control Wat- 
son.” How great must be the aston- 
ishment of his partisans, after having 
finished reading his lengthy fulmina- 
tion they discovered no reference 
whatever to that accusation of mine, 
which explains the venom with which 
he made his unprovoked attack upon 
me in Macon during the campaign of 
1908. In fact, as soon as he saw that 
he could no longer use me, he began 
to abuse me. 

Let me once again state that, at the 
time Mr. Hardwick declared war upon 
me in his Macon speech, he had never 
been the recipient of anything at my 
hands save courtesies and favors. It 
was literally the same as if your guest 
went straight from your fireside to 
join your enemies and hurl poisoned 
ehafts at your home, I was never 
more astonished in my life. No 
wonder he is “tired” of hearing of it! 
It is probably literally true that he is 
even “sick” as well as “tired” of it. He 
ought to be. A man who will treat 
another in that manner could hardly 
expect to continue to hold the respect 
of right thinking people. 

Reiterates Former Charges. 

Let us briefly notice the issues of 
veracity which he raised, which I met, 
and from which he has fled. 

Did he not distinctly state that he 
had never been my guest save at my 
“urgent invitation?” Did he not there- 
by seek to make the impression that 
it was I who forced my hospitality 
upon him, and that he was, virtually, 
doing me a kindness by accepting it? 
Certainly he did. Then when I ar- 
cepted his challenge, produced his own 
letters, proved how persistently he 
had sought invitations to my house, 
and: how effusively he acknowledged 
“the gracious hospitality’’ ‘and the 
“delightful courtesies,” and “the hap- 
py hours” which he had enjoyed in our 
home, what does he do? He runs away 
from it! Telling us in speech and 
signed article that he is the bravest 
of the brave, he keeps open more lines 
of retreat than any warricr of my ac-

quaintance—not only keeps them open, 


but well-traveled. 

Again, he had distinctly stated that 
when he came to me on Saturday 
night, in 1902, asking for help to save 
him from the ruinous influence of the 
Henning téstimonial, I did no more 
for him than to show him 4a file of The 
People’s Party Paper. Did he not dis- 
tinctly assert that Tom Loyless, in 
allowing nim access to the files of The 
Augusta Chronicle, had done as much 
for him? Certainly he did. Then 
after my reply—in which it was 
shown that my file of The Peoples 
Party Paper had been destroyed sev- 
eral years before, and was not re- 
placed until several years afterward— 
what does he do about it? Nothing. 
What does he say. about it? Nothing. 
Self-entrapped, he takes refuge in the 
hope that people will not remember 
how he caught himself.

The stop-over fight is on tn earnest. 
At their regular monthly meeting 
yesterday afternoon, the directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce directed 


.President Fred J. Paxon to appoint a 
/ committee to confer with the commit- 


tee already appointed from the city 
council and that of the Atlanta Ad 
Men's Club for the purpose of devising 
ways and means to end the railroads’ 
discrimination against the city in this 
matter. Further, the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ Association, which 
meets this week, is expected to appoint 
a similar cummittee for the purpose of 
iaking a hand in the campaign. 

The sense of the meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce directors, when 
President Paxon read to them the 
roads’ refusal to give Atlanta stop- 
overs, seemed to be that discussion of 
the matter was useless, as it has been 
proven that talking will not get the 
stop-overs for the city. Consequently 
a motion was made, and carried, that 
the president appoint a committee to 
devise means by which the roads can 
be bygught to terms. This committee 
will appointed within the next two 
days, and a conference with the coun- 
cil committee and others is expected at 
an early date.

EMORY COMPLETES 


: 
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GOVERNOR'S ACT 
WAS DISCUSSED 


At Meeting of the Fed- 
eration of Trades. . 


Executive Board Will Investi- 
gate Sending of Troops to 
Durham---Payment of Wages 
by Month Indorsed --- Action 
Taken About Watchmen. 


Sending state troops. to, Durham 
brought forth unmistakable, pro- 
nounced and emphatic condemnation by 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades last 
night and resulted in the adoption of 
a motion directing the executive board 
of that organization to ascertain the 
exact actions of Governor Joseph M. 
Brown and hig reasons therefor when 
he directed the captain of the Lindale 
company to take his men to the mines. 

At the heels of the session a delegate 
brought the matter before the body by 
stating that from what he could ascer- 
tain, there was no reason for ordering 
out the troops, and that the action of 
the governor was without right and 
authuvrity. He then moved that. the 
executive board be directed to make 
full and free inquiry into the matter 
and report results to the federation. 

Another delegate declareg that the 
fact that Italians alone had been af- 
fected by the action of the governor 
did not tend to lighten the order which 
sent the Lindale company to the 
mines. 

“Suppose those workmen had been 
citizens of this country, do you think 
the governor would have acted as he 
did? In my opinion he certainly 
would. In fact, 1 have no Knowledge 
that the governor really knew that 
they were foreigners—’ 

“Were They Citizens?” 


“Does anyone here know now that 
they were not citizens? Do we know 
that they were foreigners? For my 
part it was the spirit of the order, and 
not the resylts,” said a federated la- 


borer. 

“Sending troops to Durham _ before 
an overt act was committed,” remarkea 
another delegate, “simply branded 
every man there a criminal. 1, for one, 
am opposed to military being called 
out in any instance when a strike is 
on. I am for peace. I don’t want a 
man on strike to goabout a plage with 
a pistol in his pocket. And yet, he has 
as much right there with arms as has 
the soldier before a disturbance is com- 
mitted. I have heard of soidiers being 
sent out to protect the employer and 
his property when a strike was on. 
But did you ever hear of the soldier 
being sent to take care of the em- 
ployee and his interest? Surely 1 have 
not, and neither have any of you.” 

The motion directing the executive 
board to make a full and complete in- 
qu.ry into the action of the governor 
in sending the state troops to the mines 
was adopted without a dissenting 
vote, tke board being directed to re- 
port its findings to the federation at 
its next meeting. » 

The federation gave emphatic in- 
dorsement to a resolution to be pre- 
sented to the state federation in an- 
nual session in Savannah next week, 
directing that body to use its every 
energy to obtain the passage of a state 
law requiring corporations and other 
employers to make paymeni of wages 
to its employees at least twice a 
month. 

Wanteg Federation to Indore. 

“IT want that resolution to goto the 
State federation,” said its creator, 
“with the indorsement of this body. 
Thirty days is too long for a working 
man to have to wait for his wages. 
That long wait produces the money 
shark, about whom we are just now 
howling again. Give us more pay days, 
and we will, within a short time, drive 
the sharks out of business.” 
‘Another resolution to -be presented 
to the state federation calls for a state 
law requiring all watchmen or guards 
employed by employers during a strike 
to be residents of the section and tax- 
payers. 

“In that way,” said the resolution 
writer, “we will keep out the Pinker- 
tons and thugs who are now brought 
in and paid for that kind of work. 
That importation doesn’t want the 
strike brought to an end, for that 
would throw him out of a job and just 
when a settlement seems nearest, he 
will engage in a difficulty with some 
one just to prolong the trouble and 
keep him in work.’ 

Another resolution forecasted for the 
state federation is one calling for a 
change in the state laws governing 
justices’ courts. The resolution con- 
templated will declare much of the 
trouble of the working class is due ta 
the justice of the peace courts as now 
conducted, and will Suggest an easy 
remedy.

32 CARLOADS OF CORN 
CONDEMNED IN MAY 


Bad Grain Shipped Into State 
Is Caught by Inspector 
Methvin. 


—_—— 


Indicative of the vast amount of 
damaged corn which is monthly ship- 
ped into this state in spite of the pro- 
tection afforded by the pure foods act 
and the constant vigilance of inspec- 
tors is the fact that during the month 
of May there were about 22,000 bushels: 
of damaged corn condemned and order- 
ed from the market by State Pure Food 
Inspector P, A. Methvin. 

Inspector Methvin has just com- 
pleted the report of his work for the 
month of May, and, while a slight de- 
crease is shown in the amount of corn 
seized and condemned, the amount for 
the month is sufficiently large to show 
that, in spite of the watchfulness of 
the inspectors, the law is still violated 
to a large extent by shippers who send 
their corn-‘into the Georgia market. 

The corn condemned during the past 
month amounted to about thirty-fwo 
carloads, and was condemned because 
it was not labeled “Corn for Hpgs 
Only,” but was being sold as feed -for 
other cattle as well. Inspector Methvin 
finds that frequent attempts are made 
40 evade the law by mixing or “spik- 
ing’’ the corn, which is to mix bad or 
4 aged corn with good corn that 
wéuld pass inspection, and in this way 
the inspector and his assistants have 
been able to detect and expose numer- 
ous attempts to violate the pure food 
law. 

Mr. Methvin is at present working on 
a case at Savannah in which shippers 
have recently sent in a large lot of 
grain which.will not pass inspection, 
and which will be condemned as soon 
as the law can be enforced. 

In view of the numerous shipments 
of damaged corn, the stock raisers and 
dairymen of the state are abandoning 
this feed for cattle. and shipments of 
eotton seed meal as a more nutritive 


and less éxpensive feed for cattle ate 
rapidiy on the increase. .

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SEVEN MILES LAID 
WITH WATER PIPE 


At a meeting of the water board yes- 
ierday afternoon a report was read 
from the general manager and the su- 
perintendent of construction in which 
it was shown that over seven miles of 
water pipe was laid in April and May 
with the money from the bond issue, 
and that pipe was being rapidly laid 
every day. In the month of May alone 
over five miles of water pipe was laid. 

A committee from the town of Kirk- 
wood appeared before the board with a 
petition, asking that Atlanta furnish 
Kirkwood with water. It was stated 
that Kirkwood would secure a charter 
amendment for a bond issue of $60.- 
000 with which to lay water pipe and 
sewers. The board referred the peti- 
tion to the pipe committee. The com- 
mittee was informed that Atlanta 
would not be in a position to furnish 
any outside water until the new reser- 
voir, filtration plant and coagulating 
basins were finished and that would 
take some seven or eight months. 

Kirkwood has 1,100 people and will 
want, not counting fire service, about 
110,600 gallons of water a day. 

A resolution was adopted whereby 
the property owners on Capitol avenue 
and Haygood avenue will be instructed 
to make water connections at once so 
the county can finish the paving of 
Capitol avenue.

The citizens of Atlanta, owing to the 
inauguration of new methods by the 
health department, are now waking up 
to the realization of the fact that they 
must keep their premises clean, if they 
want to be healthy and unannoyed by 
flies and mosquitos. 

But there is considerable complaint 
from these jaw-abiding citizens because 
of the loose manner in which the ne- 
groes who haul off the garbage do 
the work in. many sections of the city. 
It is stated by a number of citizens 
that the cartmen frequently strew 
trash and garbiige in the yards and 
around the rectacles in which the 
garbage is placed. This is owing to 
carelessness on the part of the negroes. 

Chief Jentzen says the matter has 
been called to his attention and he 
is making every possible effort to see 
that the negroes do their work well 
and thoroughly. He says it is impos- 
sfble to have an inspector behind every 
cart driver and the negroes have to be 
trusted to a certain extent. 

Says He Will Investigate. 

“All that I can do is to investigate 
such charges and then reprimand or 
discharge the offending driver,’ states 
the chief. “I, therefore, must have the 
cooperation of the citizens. If cases 
of negligence or carelessness are 
promptly reported to my office I will 
see that the negro cart drivers are 
looked after.” 

One citizen who has made a com- 
plaint against the cart drivers says: 

“T have carried out the new sanitary 
law to the letter. My back yard is 
kept well cleaned up and the trash and 
garbage are placed in receptacies with 
tight covers. Yet along comes a cart 
driver who takes up the garbage in a 
piece of cloth and scatters half of it 
over the yard.” 

Along the line of cleaning up, The 
Constitution is in receipt of the fol- 
lowing from a well-known citizen and 
he offers a valuable suggestion which 
the people would do well to carry out:

Cotton Futures Closed Firm at 
Net Advance of Two to 
Sixteen Points.

New York, June 8.-—The cotton mar- 
ket was ve nervous today, but gen- 
erally speaking, ruled higher, after an 
early break on covering of shorts. par- 
ticularly fer August delivery. The 
close was firm at a net gain of 2 to 16 
points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 2 points to a decline of 3 
points, near months being higher on 
the firm cables, while late positions 
felt the influence of continued good 
weather in the south, and the whole 
Ifset eased off right after the opening 
under realizing, southern selling and 
local bear pressure. July contracts 
quickly broke to a net loss of about 13 
points, while August sold off to a de- 
cline of 10 points, but in spite of the 
relatively easy etart and predictions 
for a bearish July bureau report, the 
new crop was relatively steady, selling 
only 3@6 points net lower. Offerings 
were not at all aggressive at the de- 
cline, selling on the good weather be- 
ing restricted by bullish Liverpool ad- 
vices and the fear of an end-season 
Squeeze became a more prominent fac- 
tor when it was seen that a large 
Wall street house, believed to be heav- 
ily short of August, had big huying 
orders in the market. This, together 
with the failure of the new crop to 
yield more readily to favorable weather 
reports, started genera] covering, and 
the market sold at the highest levels o& 
the day in the late frading, with Au- 
gust making new high ground for the 
movement, The close was within 2@3 
points of the top. Nuneroug reports 
are beginning to come in from the cen- 
tral belt, reporting the appearance of 
the boll weevil and the fear of damage 
from this source in connection with 
the small amount of old crop cotton to 
be carried over seems to be offsetting 
the improvement reported in the con- 
dition of the plant.

Chicago, June &—Active spreading 
between the July and September op- 
tions received most attention today in 
the wheat trade. Selling the latter 
delivery, while buying the earlier, was 
the favorite form of speculation. Lead- 
ing in the movement was a prominent 
elevator concern which had issued a 
bullish circular after having been 
rather conspicuous on the bear side. 
The close was firm, with July %@%c 
net higher, and. the other months up 
a shade to %e. Final figures in pro- 
visions were 10@12% to 27%c above 
last night's level. 

As the government crop report was 
not due until after the end of the ses- 
sion, a disposition to indulge in scalp- 
irig, as a temporary occupation, seemed 
natural with a large number of opera- 
tors in wheat. Toward the end of the 
day most of the guessers inclined to 
the idea of a moderately bullish doc- 
ument from Washington. This expec- 
tation was a factor in predicting a 
reaction from an early break, due to 
lower cables. Following the advance, 
profit-taking, on the part of dealers 
who had bought during the first hours, 
led to a sharp break in the September, 
but the effect was partly overcome by 
transactions before the expiration of 
the last fifteen minutes. It was as- 
serted that the southwest was receiv- 
ing too much rain for tnis season of 
the year. Showers in the northwest 
and predictions of more took a classi- 
fication precisely the reverse on all 
sides, regardless of opinion as to the 
needs of the winter wheat country.

HESITATION SHOWN 
BY THE STOCK MARKET 


Due to Rapid Advance and to 
Situation Created by Rate 
Settlement. 


New York, June 8.-—-There was some 
speculative hesitation reflected iin the 
action o ftoday’s stock market, partly 
due to the rapidity of the advance of 
the day before and partly to the con- 
flict over the situation created by the 
railroad rate settlement. The contrary 
views expressed by railroad executives 
themselves was responsible for the con- 
flist of opinion, especially the an- 
nouncement by President Brown, of the 
New York Central, that work calling 
for $5,000,000 expenditure and orders 
for freight cars, which had been held 
as a result of the rate injunction, 
would be resumed, in contrast with the 
assertion resident Ripley, of the 
Atchison, that his company would not 
depart, in any degree, from the policy 


,ef retrenchment decided upon after 


the action of the government against 
the rate advances. London joined in a 
substantial way in the early selling, 
brought about by these conditions. 
The heavy selling of St. Paul and the 
discouraged feeling expressed in a pub- 
lished interview with a capitalist prom- 
inent in that party, were corroborative 
of the conviction that a divergence of 
Opinion existed between prominent 
groups in. the financial world.’ 
Much attention will be given to the 
question of railroad earnings as they 
would be affected by the postponement 
of rate advances until approved by the 
commerce commission and the proba- 
ble period of that postponement. That 
the advanceg would ultimately become 
effective was the usual assumption. 
Railroag earnings for March are the 
latest for Which comprehensive returns 
have been received by the commerce 
commission from 98 per cent of the to- 
tal mileage -of the country. The in- 
crease in gross earnings in that month 
over March of last year were shown to 
be $31,585,800, or 15.54 per cent, and 
in net $8,000,000. Last year’s earnings 
for March had already shown increases 
over the preceding year, 1908, of 
$22,190,078 in gross, and $14,303,800 in 
net. The loan year of 1909 for March 
had registered a shrinkage of about 
$24,000,000 in gross earnings, and 
$10,000,000 in net earnings. The dras- 
tic economies in force in that year are 
being made up in part by the heavy ex- 
penditureg now current, although the 
prospective advances in wages, which 
have already been granted, are pointed 
to 98 additional future requiremente. 
The May sta.stics of the Copper Pro- 
ducers’ Association offered little 
ground for encouragement, the month’s 
production having been the largest, 
with the exception of October of last 
year, for any month since the associa- 
tion .was formed, deliveries meantime 
having remained stable at about the 
leve] ef the last three months, with the 
result of another addition of 18,461,814 
pounds to the surplus stocks of the 
metal.

pared with 95.2 on June 1, 1909, and 93.0 
the June 1 ten-year average. 

The condition of winter wheat was 
$0.0; compared with 82.1 on May 1, 
1910; 80.7 on June 1, 1909, and 81.9 the 
June 1 ten-year average. 

The condition of rye was 90.6, 
against $1.3 on May 1, 1910; 89.6 on 
June 1, 1909, and 89.9 the June 1 ten- 
year average. 

The area sown to oats is about 34,- 
380,000 acres, or 1,176,000 acres (3.6 
per cent) more than the area sown 
last year. The condition June was 
91.0. compared with 88.7 last year, and 
88.4 the June 1-.ten-year average.
